Tb» Artesian Well Bill-Tlie Ken- 


can Bill. 


Goyernor Kiukead wrote to Mr. Dag- 


gett, suggesting that, in his opinion, it 
would be better, if possible, to arrange 
to^have the State manage its own arte- 
sian well business, if the Government 
would make the necessary appropriation 
of lands, to which Mr. Daggett replies, 
nnd-r date of February 29th, as follows: 


Yon are right about the artesian well 


business. I think the school land ex- 
change will be made. I am pressing it 
rigorously before the Land Committee, 
and should the bill become a law, the 
State can sell its land through ofl'ering 
inducements similar to those of the con- 
templated artesian project by Congress. 
Under the circumstances, I shall not in- 
troduce the Artesian bill this session, at 
least not nntil I can see what can be 
done with the other bill. I hare written 
to this effect to General Hatch, and as 
the report has gone forth that I have an 
Artesian bill in preparation, I would be 
glad if you won d see that the people of 
Nevada are apprised of the reason why 
it* introduction has been deferral. The 
Beagau bill is not dead—not by a great 
deal. Through railroad influence the 
majority of ihe Committee on Com- 
merce has been induced tu report a sut 
•titnte bill, but I do not believe it can 
be put through the House. The origi- 
nal purpose was to make no report at 
all after this strange change hud been 


> wrought in the committee; but the pub- 


lic pressure became so great, and 
charges of illegitimate influence with 
the committee were so openly hinted at 
4n Congress and emphatically made by 
snokaif the newspapers as were not in 
raifffiad pay, that the committee have 
finally consented to report all the mil- 
Toad bills back to the House on the 
fourth Wednesday in March. This wil 
open the three of them to discussion— 
just what the railroad people do no 
want. It will be our purpose to' secure 
a substitution of the Beagan bill for the 
one reported by the n ajonty of the 
commUte*. And right there the figh 
will be made. And it will be a warm 
one. I think we will be able to defeu 
the majjrity bill. I bhould cot be sur 
prised if the Riot Act should be reac 
right there. Tell those newspapers in 
Nevada that think the Bengali bill is 
dead to wait and see.

HEEDS OF THR 


BAL DEPABTMBNT. 


Commissioner Le Due, of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, has forwarded to 
Representative Le Fevre, chairman of 
the Bnb-committe* of the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, a long communi- 
cation in response to the reqnest of the 
committee for a stateuent of the wants 
of the Department. 
The Commission- 


er is very 
certain that the wants 


of the department are many and urgent. 


First—A suitable building is impera- 


tively needed for the accommodation of 
the employes, for the storage and hand- 
ling of seeds nnd for the coptinuous ex- 
hibition of the agricultural products ol 
this great nation. In order that the de- 
partment may even approximate to the 
highest usefulness of which it is capa- 
ble, its different divisions must be en- 
larged and others be added. 


Second—The division oi cliouiistry, 


important as being the foundation of all 
ngucultural science, and the piteut 
source of nearly all knowledge leuJmg 
to agricultural advancement among civ- 
ilized nations, is now conimed to a room 
twenty feet square, with a work alieatly 
laid out for this division will rcquue the 
present force four years to accomplish, 
and tlio delay in performing some of hu 
work and publishing of (acts is a loss to 
the country. 


The Commissioner devotes consider- 


able space to this subject, and instances 
the question of sugar and the tests 
which have been inada by the depart- 
ment with the sorghum joici', leading to 


wide-spread interest in the subject, 


which has resulted in preparations for 
>lanting tens of thousands more acres 
of sorghum this year than last. When

California's 
State Superintendent, 


Campbell, gives the following points on 
the new school law:

cation to consist of tin.- County Superin- 
tendent and fonr members appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors, two of whom 
shall be teachers. It htrikes out the 
color line—no more separate schools for 
colored children. 
It gives the State 


Superintendent power to call a conven- 
tion, biennially, of County Superinten- 
dents, and compels their attendance, 
and provides for their traveling ex- 
penses. Only two grades of certificates 
fife to be given—first and second grades. 
No one can be elected teacher who has 
a relative on the Board of Trustees or 
Education.

NEWS OP THE MtBNING. 


The bill agreed upon by the BOOM 


Education and Labor Committee, to 
restrict Chinese 'immigration, was re- 
ported to the House yestt r layby Wills of 
Kentucky, and under the newly-adopt- 
ed rales was placed upon the calender 
for action as soon as it shall be reached 
in its regular order. It is an exact copy 
of the so-called fifteen-passenger bill, 
which passed both House* of the last 
Congress, except that the section upon 
which President Hayes based his veto, 
atuiely, the one expressly providing fir 
an absolute abrogation of two articles of 
the Burlingiirae treaty, is omitted. 


Denis Kearney was arrested by the 


police ut his residence yesterday morn- 
ing, ou two oil urges of misdemeanor 
based on his remarks ut the meeting on 
Tuesday night. He furnished bail and 
was icleased jruiu custody. The arrest 
of Kearney was 
accomplished very 


quietly, and while it nan caused a great 
deal of comment it has occasioned DO 
excitement or demonstration of any 
kind. Public opinion seems divided as 
to the wisdom of the arrest, and there 
is much expression to the effect that it 
will amount to nothing, because of the 
impossibility of obtaining a conviction. 
This view is mainly base! on the fact 
that the Sheriff, who bus the drawing of 
jurors, is a personal and political friend 
of Kearney, and was elected on the 
Workingmen's ticket, ns was also the 
District Attorney. The witness in the 
case is a member of the police force, 
who has been attending, in disguise, 
the meetings and street demonstrations 
of the Workingmeu and taking notes. 
There are many who think that the 
Citizens' Protective Union will be able 
t) exercise a moral pressure that will 
result in the conviction of Kearney, 
and that the policy of arresting any per- 
son indulging in incendiary language 
will be vigorously pursued uutil the ag- 
itators are either locked up or vowed in- 
to the observance of the letter and spirit 
of the law. 


In the Senate Wednesday Sharon pre- 


sented a petition of newspapers for a 
reduction of the duty of paper. Re- 
ferred . Sharon thought the tariff might 
now be advantageously removed fiom 
many articles. It was said that there 
was a war between capital and labor.
